Usually 
proclamation is made because cer- 
tain dogmas are denied by large 
groups of persons. 

The proclamation of the dogma 
of the Assumption in 1950 is a 
case in point. The Church has 
always taught that Mary was as- 
sumed into heaven — as the books

Sterilization Order Arouses Criticism 


N some parts of the Middle 

East, when they catch a thief 
‘they cut off his hands and hang 
them around his neck so that 
he won't ever steal again. As 
a remedy it is very effective.

In the Middle Ages, kings 
were known to rip out the 
tongue of those who said the 
wrong thing.

, world was in the Nazi Germany 
jof 1933, when Hitler procured 
the enactment of laws enabling 
his stooges to decide who was 
fit and who was unfit to bear 
children.

‘them Jews—were mutilated by 
the State in such a way that 
'they could never again conceive 
.a child,

Two attorneys, Francis J. 
Meagher and John J. Sweeney, 
jr. on their own initiative, 
stepped in to block the court 
order. They asked permission 
to do this because they “are vi- 
tally interested in the public 
welfare and morals of the State 
of Maryland, in the preserva- 
tion and dignity of its citizens, 
and in the continuance of the 
established policy of the State 
of Maryland.” They . termed 
Judge Moser’s order “danger- 
ous to the public welfare and 
morals,” as well as “an inva- 


sion of the personal integrity” 
of the woman herself. 

God’s law is clear on the 
point. Cited by Pope Pius XI 
in his encyclical on Christian 
marriage, it states that “Public 
magistrates -have no _ direct 
power over the bodies of their 


subjects: therefore, when no 
crime has taken place and there 
is no cause present for grave 
punishment, they may not di- 
rectly harm or tamper with the 
integrity of the body, either for 
reasons of eugenics or for any 
other reason.” 

Commenting on the case, Fa< 
ther Francis J. Connell, C.SS.R. 
of the Catholic University, poses 
the question: “If a man or wo- 
man can be mutilated by law, 
at the discretion of some judge 
who deems this helpful to the 
individual and to society, why 
may not a man or woman be 
killed, if a judge looks on this 
action as beneficial to the 
common welfare and to the

Then where 
are we? The Treaty Organization 
is paralyzed. 

The whole thing is certainly not 
much cause for celebration. 


Freedom Of The Press? 


E have been let in on a little 

drama played out in Hamlet, 
N.C., between Catholics and Prot- 
estants, with the local newspaper 
editor in the middle. 

Seems that Father Francis J. 
Tait asked him to feature a 10- 
week series of Catholic informa- 
tion articles, one each week. These 


are harmless little essays explain- 
ing “what is a nun,” why we use 
medals and holy water, why we 
honor the Pope, etc. Many small- 
town pastors use them—often at 
the invitation of the editor—in 
place of the Saturday sermon notes 
generally supplied by the preach- 
ers, 

But in Hamlet the County Min- 
isterial Association tried to muzzle 
the editor and make him stop 
printing the Catholic esays. 

“We register our protest against 
such articles,” they said, “because 
we feel that they create strife and 
ill will between religious groups 
and destroy the spirit of unity in 
our Democracy”—unity against the 
Catholics of Hamlet, evidently. 

Manfully, the editor rose to the 
challenge. “Briefly,” he wrote, “we 
are being asked to refuse the pub- 
lication of Catholic leaflets. This 
is striking at three of our basic 
freedoms—of Religion, of Speech, 
and of the Press. The fact that 
these columns are not ‘news’ is no 
valid argument; we print much of 
non-news material, a great deal of 
it expressions of opinion with 


and has been to print any ‘letter 
to the editor’ which is not vile or 

nderous, because this newspaper 
in spirit is not ours alone but is 
the very real possession of our 
readers, and a medium through 
which they may feel free to ex- 
press themselves. The Catholic 
columns are, in effect, letters ex- 
pressing opinions of the local 
Catholic pastor. 

“We do not believe that we have 
the authority to refuse te print 
them. We do not necessarily agree 
in entirety with the contents of 
the columns, but we have not found 
them abusive. Nor de we believe 
that they will ‘create strife and ill 
will.” Thinking men may disagree 
bitterly without resorting to vio- 
lence. And as for destroying the 
‘spirit of unity in our Democracy,’ 
this nation was founded upon a 
divergence of opinion, and has 
grown through allowing complete 
freedom te express all opinions 
whatsoever. 

“So that is our answer. We had 
rather be guilty of allowing a per- 
son to say ‘too much’ than to be 
guilty of attempting to censor any 
freedom of expression, even 
though the opinion be opposed to 
the beliefs of a vast majority of 
our readers. The Catholic columns 
will continue for seven more

T is now a settled question that 

the first landing of Columbus 
in the new world was on an island 
in the Bahamas, which he called 
San Salvador. Known for a while 
as “Watlings Island,” its original 
name has now been officially re- 
stored. In 1893, at the time of 
the International Exposition in 
Chicago, the Chicago Tribune 
caused a small monument to be 
erected on this island. 


In 1925, the New York jurisdic-/ 


tion of the K. of C. appropriated 
$25,000.00 for the purchase of this 
precious ground on which Colum- 
bus first set foot, but instead of 
building a cold shaft of marble on 
the spot, the money was used to 
build a Catholic Mission. In 1945,

But the point is: What man in 
all history had such a multi-million 
dollar memorial? The Embassy of 
the Dominican Republic gives this 
description of the project: “Wher 
completed it will be the most mas- 


sive memorial to a single man' 


since Cheops built the Pyramid at 
Gizah.” 

The countries of Europe have 
given their share of tribute to Co- 
lumbus. Statues have been erect- 
ed to the Discoveror in Italy, 
Spain, and France. A magnificent 
statue was dedicated at Genoa, 
Italy in 1862. Columbus was born 
there. Spain has several statues 
of Columbus, the noblest being at 
Barcelona, where King Ferdinand 
and Isabella received the Admiral 
oo the return of his first voyage. 

) 

Colombia, South America used 
his name to designate their coun- 
try. Even in far off Ceylon, the 
capital city is called—Colombo. 

Columbus has been recognized 
in another way—on the face of 
coins. In 1892, at the time of the 
Chicago Exposition, the U. S. 
struck its first memorial fifty cent 


piece, which bore the profile of 
Columbus. A “Colon” is the larg- 
est coin in Costa Rica and Salva- 
dor. 

In the field of philately, Chris- 
topher Columbus occupies an 
unique position. His life and 
achievements have furnished the 
inspiration for more stamps in 
more countries than any other per- 
son or event in history. Even 
Kings, rulers and dictators, who by 
their official fiat issue stamps por- 
traying their own pictures, have 
not been able to keep pace with 
those honoring him.

It was the first | 
country to carry a picture of Co-; 
‘tumbus on its postage. In fact, | 
|every stamp of Chile from 1853 to) 
| 1910, except one set, portrayed a/| 
' profile of Columbus. 

In Europe, Columbus has been | 
commemorated on postage stamps | 
of Italy, San Marino, Trieste and’ 
Spain. The total of stamps issued 
which bear a special Columbus in- 
terest is more than 600. 

How can one ascertain the 
world’s most renowned hero? Well, 
maybe, there are other guides and 
criteria, but judged by these that 
have been set out, Columbus 
stands the leader of all. 

Note: The new world, though 
discovered by Columbus, was not 
named for him. That honor went to 
Amerigo Vespucci, another Catho- 
lie explorer sailing for Spain, who 
followed closely behind Columbus.

It came into 
full bloom when a far-visioned,

carefully-coordinated, systematic 
effort to share the truths of Christ 
with the churchless people of that 
area. 

That prelate is the Most Rev.

themselves filled with a Pentecos- 
tal fire and zeal to share their 
holy faith. 

Hundreds of laity—lawyers, doc- 
tors, teachers, housewives, stu- 
dents, office workers, laborers— 
went from door to door and floor 
to floor. With tact and courtesy 
they took up a religious census 
and extended a gracious invitation 
to churchless people to attend the 
services of the nearest Catholic 
church and its Religious Informa- 
tion Forum as their guests. They 
offered to call for them and bring 
them back and thus help them feel 
at ease. With all who were inter- 
ested they left pamphlets and other 
literature. They encouraged and 
helped lapsed Catholics to return 
to the sacraments. ; 

Participating in the campaign 
were 111 parishes, 251 priests and 
thousands of lay men and women. 
Lay campaigners canvassed 4,694 
square blocks and 1,121 rural dis- 
tricts, calling at 95,054 homes. 

The results were astonishing. All 
but 5 per cent of the families visit- 
ed welcomed the cal] and express- 
ed themselves as pleasantly sur- 
prised that Catholics were inter- 
ested in their spiritual welfare and 
happiness.

has been called to the many great 
writers who have explained and 
defended the prerogatives of Mary 
To mention but a few, we can name 
St. Bernard, St. Bonaventure, St.

Champion Of Mary 


Scotus is truly the champion of 
Mary’s Immaculate Conception. As 
we look into the past we hear 


the |many voices speaking to us from 


the pages of Sacred Scripture, from 
the ranks of the Fathers of the 
Church and the theologians, all 
testifying to the fact of Mary's 
Immaculate Conception. Among 
these witnesses to the Immaculate 


‘Conception Duns Scotus holds a 


privileged place. For he defended 
the truth of Mary’s Immaculate 
Conception at a time when a con- 
siderable number of theologians 
entertained some doubt about it. 


His defense of this doctrine helped. 


very much to clear away all such 
doubts and to lead to a universal 
acceptance of the truth of the 
Immaculate Conception by all the 
both learned and un- 
learned. 

Scotus sums up his position in 
these words: “I say that God could 
effect that Mary was never in 
original sin; He could have effected 
that she was in original sin only 
for an instant; He could also have 
effected that she was in original sin 
for a long time and then be 
purified from sin in the last 
instant of this time. Which of 
these three things which are 
possible has actually been done, 
God knows. But if it is not con- 
trary to the authority of the 
Church or the authority of Scrip- 
ture, it seems probable that the 
more excellent thing should be 
attributed to Mary. 


“Mary needed Christ as a 
Redeemer even more than we 
needed Him. For she would have 
contracted original sin by reason 
of common propagation unless she 
were prevented by the grace of the 
Mediator. Thus as others needed 
Christ that sin already contracted 
be remitted by His merit, she 
needed a Mediator all the more to 


prevent sin lest it should ever have | 
to be contracted by her and lest she | 


might contract it.” 


i 
Thus the keen and subtle mind of | 


Scotus, moved by a heart devoted 
to Mary, wielded the sword of 
theological argument to cut 
through the tangled web of doubts 
surrounding the doctrines of Mary’s 
Immaculate Conception. 


Many theologians give tribute to 
Scotus for solving the difficulties 
raised against the Immaculate 
Conception and for being chiefly 
responsible in turning the tide of 
theological opinion fully in favor 
of the Immaculate Conception. 
Scotus is famous for many reasons 
in the field of philosophy and 
theology. However, a theologian 
of recent times, Joseph Pohle, has 
said. that if Scotus had done 


nothing else than contribute his 
glorious defense of the Immaculate 
Conception to the cause of the 
faith, this alone would be sufficient 
to give him a permanent place in 
history. 


The Marian Doctor, whom the 
theologian Velasquez called “the 
principal and greatest defender of 
the pure Conception,” would have 
rejoiced to see the day when Pius 
IX declared the dogma of the 
Immaculate Conception and that 
later day when Pius XII would 
declare the Marian year in honor 
of the centenary of that dogma.

Let them help in the 
preparation of the fruits and nut-| 
meats, in the decorating and wrap- 
ping and most certainly in the 
delivering of these family-made 
ifts. Sharing with others is a 
esson that should be taught at 
an early age. So let the children 
help. Get started on your project 
soon. Here are some suggestions) 
that may help. 


General Preparation 


Don’t try to do all your prepara- | 
tion and baking of fruit cakes in 
one day. Make a schedule some- 
thing like this: Any shopping day: 
Buy fruits and nutmeats; check 
staples. When you have time: Cut 
up fruits and nutmeats; store in 
screw-top jars. Day before baking: 
Prepare pans; measure ingredients. 
The big day: Put cakes together: 
bake; cool. Day after: Wrap and 
store cakes. 


Whatever pan you choose, tube- 
pan, loaf, star, coffee cans, ring 
molds or casserole, grease them 
well then line with two thicknesses 
of heavy paper and then grease 
paper. Let the paper extend up 
along sides to protect cake edges 
from over-baking. If you use muf- 
fin cups for individual cakes, line | 
the cups with fluted paper rame-| 
kins. | 


Follow the directions carefully, 
making sure that you mix a cup 
of the flour with the chopped fruits | 
and nuts and that you coat them 
well. That’s just in case your recipe | 
doesn't mention it. 

Again follow the directions in 
your recipe and don't let the cakes 
over-bake. The time will vary de- 
pending on size of cake. A pan of 
water on the bottom of the oven 
gives a moist, shiny cake. Peel off 
the paper while cake is hot. 


Wrapping And Storing 


Cool cake completely on a rack 
You can store by rewrapping the 
cake in the paper in which it was 
wrapped and then wrapping in 
pliofilm or cellophane with an over- 
wrap of aluminum foil. I like to 
throw away the paper in which the 
cake was baked and then wrap in 
a cloth soaked in fruit juice or 
wine, using an over-wrap of waxed 
paper or aluminum foil. Place cake 
in tight container, adding a slice of 
apple to container. Replace apple 
slice and moisten cloth if it be- 
comes dry. Store in dry cool place. 
Freeze if you like after a few 
weeks of aging. 

Fruit cakes may be decorated at 
the time of baking or after storing 
and before wrapping for gifts. If 
decoration is added at the time of 
baking, remove cakes from oven | 
after they have baked 1% hours. | 
Press decoration of cut-up cherries, | 
citron or nut meats lightly into} 
top surface. Return to oven and/| 
finish baking. If decorated after | 
Storing, dip cut sides of fruit or | 
nuts into hot heavy sugar syrup) 
and press onto top of cake.

Once in England, and still in 
RAF uniform, he was permitted to 
go on with his scientific education, 
enrolling at King’s College in Lon- 
don while still receiving his pilot’s 
salary. 

“I have always had a great ad- 
miration for the scientific learning 
of America,” he said here. “I knew 
that in this country books are avail- 
able to all, and I had a great desire 
to come here. It was made possible 
for me through the air force, and 
I came to this country two and one

“The house is still there, empty,” 
he said.

Capacity Changes and Diffrac- 
tion,” December 14. 

Each of the lectures will be 
given in room 123, Nieuwland 
Science Hall on the dates indicated. 

Professor Debye is a native of 
Maastricht, Holland, and an Ameri- 
can citizen since 1946. He was edu- 
cated at the University of Aachen 

and the University of Munich 
where he received his doctorate in 
physics in 1908; Prior to his asso- 
ciation with Cornell, he was direc- 
tor of the Max Planck Research In- 
stitute in Berlin. In earlier years he 
was a professor of physics at Leip- 


zig, Zurich, Goettingen and 
Utrecht.

The long, doctrinal discourse was 
in effect a continuation of an ad- 
dress the Pontiff had made last 
May to some 350 Cardinals, Arch- 
badbens and Bishops after the can- 
onization of St. Pius X. At that 
time the Pope said he wished to 
explain the triple office of the 
Church: to teach, sanctify and 
rule. He then devoted himself to 
the teaching office of the Church 
and said he was “putting off the 
others to another oceasion, if God 
so permits.” 

In his May address the Pope 
stressed that only the Bishops and 
the Pope constitute the teaching 
authority of the Church. Priests 
and lay people share in this auth- 


‘ority only in so far as they have 


a mandate from their Bishops. 


STRIKING HARD in his new ad- 
dress at false ideas of the “priest-

hood of the laity,” the Pope sald: 


“There are some who have not 
ceased to claim a certain true 
power to offer the Sacrifice on 
the part of all, even laymen, 
who piously assist at the Sacri- 
fice of the Mass. Op them, 
We must distinguish truth from 
error and do away with all con- 
fusion.” 


The Pontiff recalled that in the 
1947 Encyclical “Mediator Dei” he 
had made clear that Christ’s com- 
mand “Do this in remembrance . 
of Me” refers to the priest “who 
goes to the altar as a minister of 
Christ, subordinate to Christ, but 
ranking above the people.” 


THE POPE TOLD the Cardinals 
and Bishops that whatever encour- 
agement they give to the develop- 
ment of the sacred liturgy is good, 
but they must “not allow those 
studying this subject in your dio- 
ceses to withdraw from your guid- 
ance and watchfulness or to adapt 
and change the sacred liturgy ac- 
cording to their own judgment 
contrary to the Church’s clearly 
declared norms...
